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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 4-7, are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Putcha et al. (US 2005/0148349, filed 12-19-2003, hereinafter Putcha). 

Regarding claim 1 , Putcha discloses a method for implementing system 
information changes in a mobile communication systems, the system comprising a 
network of plurality of cells and at least one user equipment (110, fig. 1), the method 
comprising, in the user equipment device: causing the user equipment (110, fig. 1) to 
read Master Information Block of the broadcast system information when the user 
equipment has configured a Paging Channel (PCH), or Forward Access Channel 
(FACH) after cell selection and when the Master Information Block indicates a change in 
the system information, acquiring the updated system information (paragraphs: 001 1- 
0014; 0017; paragraph: 0020; figs. 1-3). 

Regarding claims 4-7, Putcha further teaches the following: reading Master 
Information Block of the broadcast system information and detecting system information 
changes comprises reading and processing the Master Information Block, apparatus for 
implementing system information changes broadcast in a mobile communication system 
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comprising a network of a plurality of cells and at least one user equipment device (110, 
fig. 1 ) being arranged in use, to implement the method of any of claims 1 to 4, program 
code for performing the steps of any claims 1 to 4, program code stored on a computer 
readable medium for performing the method of any of claims 1 to 4 (paragraphs: 001 1- 
0014; 0017; paragraph: 0020; figs. 1-3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Putcha in 
view of Rimhagen et al. (WO 00/72609, hereinafter Rimhagen). 

Putcha differs from claim 3 in not specifically teaching the following: the user 
equipment is arranged to read Master Information Block at intervals until expiry of a 
maximum possible system information change deferral time. 

However, Rimhagen teaches the following: the user equipment is arranged to 
read Master Information Block at intervals until expiry of a maximum possible system 
information change deferral time (fig. 13, page 22, line 12 - page 23, line 2; page 25 
lines 1-7; and claim 27). 

Thus , it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
invention was made to modify Putcha's system to provide for the following: the user 
equipment is arranged to read Master Information Block at intervals until expiry of a 
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maximum possible system information change deferral time as this arrangement would 
facilitate saving use of system resources frequently and there by making system use 
more efficient as taught by Rimhagen.
